and caused extensive damage over 
a 200 mile area. 
A .lght drizzle began to fall in 
Lo* angeles, early today, and the 
official forecast predicted unsettled 
weather, with probable showers. 
An estimate of the damage to 
public structures was as yet un­ 
available, public officials declared. 
Moat of the loss is confined to 
shattered bridges and washed-out 
highways, and to homes in the low­ 
lands, which were Inundated by the 
high flood waters. 
Benefits May Offset Loss 
Although the damage caused by 
the severe rainstorm wlU reach a 
huge total, benefits to citrus grow­ 
ers and farmers will offset the loss, 
officials declared. 
C. Dana. manager of the Cali­ 
fornia 
Fruit Growers’ 
exchange, 
predicted that 
California 
would 
have one of Its greatest fruit crops 
this year, as a direct result of the 
abundant precipitation. 
“The damage to trees Is negli­ 
gible, while the water supply for 
the coming seasons, which is now 
assured, indicated the growers will 
enjoy abundant crops this year,” 
he said. 
M. B. Rounds, chief of the Los 
Angeles county farm bureau, was 
likewise optimistic, declaring that, 
although small gardens will have 
to be 
replanted, 
farmers 
were 
greatly aided by the rain and that 
the benefits of the storm are great­ 
er than the damage. 
All danger from further floods 
has passed, officials of tho Los An­ 
geles flood control district said. 
Many sections to the south of 
this city were still practically iso­ 
lated from the rest of the country. 
Steam travel Is still greatly handi­ 
capped and all roads between here 
and San Diego are impassible, due 
to washouts. 
Beach cities, in which the storm 
piled up wreckage and caused con­ 
siderable damage, were digging in 
today.

Education Chiefs Propose 
Authority Concentration 
For Better Supervision 


Reflecting a tendency toward cen­ 
tralization of authority In the ad ­ 
ministration of school affairs, ad ­ 
vocated in certain school circles, Is 
a proposal to consolidate all school 
districts In a county into one cen­ 
tral district, set forth in a commu­ 
nication received by R. P. Mitchell, 
county superintendent of 
schools, 
from Mark Keppel, county super­ 
intendent of schools for Los Ange­ 
les county. 
According to S u p e r i n t e n d ent 
Mitchell the m atter of eliminating 
small rural school districts, con­ 
solidating them Into 
larger units 
under 
efficient 
supervision, 
has 
been proposed from time to time by 
school executives. 
In support of his proposal, the 
Los Angeles executive 
points out 
that the city and county of San 
Francisco is one school system—a 
city school district and a city high 
school district. 
It is administered 
by a board of education. 
Continuing, he says: 
Wou’d Make County Unit 
“It is my idea to have each county 
in the state of California a school 
district, making the 
county 
the 
unit and having a board of educa­ 
tion elected, either a t large or as 
the board of supervisors are elected 
and to have that board adm inister 
all the schools of the county. Such 
a board would employ a county su­ 
perintendent and all other necessary 
superintendents, 
Such an arrange­ 
ment would care for a great many 
things that now are in a bad shape.” 
In the opinion of County Super­ 
intendent Mitchell, the plan out­ 
lined 4>y the Los Angeles school man 
is too sweeping in its objective and 
would remove a desirable relation­ 
ship now existing between the peo­ 
ple and the public schools through 
their elected representatives.

Advice* were received th!* mor­ 
ning by J. A. Cranston, city super­ 
intendent of schools, from Dr. Les*e 
Lee Corley,

Conference. 
Los Angeles, that the religious or­ 
ganizations 
identified 
with

"Cobb week-day religious educa­ 
tion bill,” have decided to recom­ 
mend to the maker of the bill, Sen­ 
ator Cobb, of Fresno, that the meas­ 
ure be amended so as to make its 
provisions 
"optional”

"mapdatory” upon school boards. 
Such a modification was recom­ 
mended by Mrs. Susan Dorsey, su ­ 
perintendent of the

clergymen throughout the South­ 
land, Including 
several 
ministers 
and laymen of Santa Ana.

mal expression to th a t effect was 
adopted at a conference meeting, 
held here last Tuesday evening, un­ 
der auspices of a citizens' commit­ 
tee, of which Superintendent C ran­ 
ston Is chairman. 
Another 
point

controversy, 
heretofore given but little attention 
is touched upon in a communica­ 
tion received today by Superintend­ 
ent Cranston from W. L. Stephens, 
city superintendent 
of 
the Long 
Beach city schools. 
He says: 
"I am In favor of religious edu­ 
cation on released school time to 
the extent of one hour per week. I 
am afraid th at the bill. as it is 
drawn, providing two hours per 
week, will be defeated. 
The diffi­ 
culty about it Is rendering the time 
optional; that is, a parent may ask 
a child to be excused one hour a 
week or two hours. As I understand 
It, the board m ust grant the re­ 
quest. 
This makes It difficult to 
organize either the religious school 
or the day school. 
However, I fa­ 
vor the principle involved.”

brought 
out by 
the 
Long Beach school executive has 
been discussed here in an informal 
way, it was learned. 
W ith a pos­ 
sible enrollment of at least 2000 
children in the week-day religious 
school, one-hour classes per week 
would take up every minute of a 
community school program, that Is.

Feb. 18.—A plea for 
“a national uprising against can­ 
cer” Is made by Sir Berkeley Moy- 
nihan, president of the Royal Col­ 
lege of Surgeons, In an address 
sponsored by the British Medical 
association.

less research by trained workers 
and urges the raising of a fund for 
the purpose. 
“Cancer,” says Sir Berkeley, "is 
now the most menacing of all the 
infirmities of our race.

son In every seven dies of cancer.” 
He points out that other maladies 
are losing ground, while the cancer 
death rate has Increased 20 per 
cent in the last 20 years. 
"There is only one disease worse 
than cancer, and that is the fear 
of cancer.”

LONDON, 
Feb. 
18—Successful 
experiments with a new type of 
electric locomotive which m aintains 
a high speed on a current of only 
200 volts has lead British electrical 
engineers to consider the possibility 
of electrifying the entire railw ay 
system of Great Britain. 
Under present conditions 800 volts 
«re required to start a train.. The 
live rails will Instantly kill a per­ 
son coming in contact with them. 
Under the new system , which Is the 
invention of Captain 
William 
P. 
Durtnnll, 
a 
well-known 
London 
consulting engineer, the sam e volt­ 
age Is used that is 
required for 
electric, lighting purposes and con­ 
tact with the rail would be no more 
harmful than shock from an ordi­ 
nary house-llghtine circuit. 
Moreover, It Is claimed that the 
new electric 
locomotive is 
much 
cheaper to run. 
While 600 volt* 
are needed to start electric trains 
at present, once they are underway 
only 200 volts are required to main- I 
tain them at approxim ately their : 
m axim um «peed. 
The result Is j 
that the rem aining 
400 volts «till : 
coming from the live rails are prac­ 
tically wasted. 
Captain Durtnall's Invention u til­ 
ized storage batteries to provide the 
additional voltage required to start 
the train. 
This reserve power is 
gradually and autom atically cut off 
as the 
train 
gathers 
headway. 
When it Is running at top speed the 
battery current stops entirely and 
the train runs on the 200 voltage 
supplied by the live rail. 
M ean­ 
while the battery Is autom atically 
recharged from the low voltage rail 
by a transform er. 
It is claimed for Captain Durnall’s 
invention that it dispenses alto­ 
gether with the 
need of electrical 
sub-stations even on long routes. 
Highly satisfactory tests are d e­ 
clared to have been made with the 
Invention on a specially constructed 
line near Newcastle. 
The invention is viewed with sp e­ 
cial interest by electrical engineers 
as Its successful tests practically 
coincide with tile passage of parlia­ 
ment of the 
new 
electricity 
bill 
providing for tho establishm ent of n 
$25,000,000 system of super-power 
electrical stations to transm it pow­ 
er throughout England.

arsenal© of lead and bran mash. 
Being poisonous, caution m ust be 
used. 
Where 
great numbers are 
known to be working, a gr>od plan 
is to take numerous applications 
and cover with

intended victims.

no's men nearby, is the next thing 
to an actual survivor. 
And if he can locate one or two 
of Reno’s men who may still live 
and who saw that horse shot down 
by the redskins, old Bill Bailey can 
collect 1125 from the government 
as compensation. 


Frazier Helps Him 
A bill now pends in the senate, 
offered by Senator Lynn J. Frazier, 
of North Dakota.tfo r r ‘*'>hor*» the 
old scout, row 78 years old. F ra­ 
zier's office has put in an im m en se 
am ount of work straightening out 
the records with the war depart­ 
ment and the comptroller's office 
and now all that is needed is proof 
th at Bailey actually lost his ani­ 
mal. 
Bill Bailey was one of those im­ 
m ortal kid drummers of the Civil 
war.

set out with General Herry on the

WASTE RUNS INTO MILLIONS 


Technicalities Aid Crime 
»

The Hanford "windmill murder" case in its latest 
and perhaps final development supplies a startling 
example of the force of mere technicalities in the 
administration of criminal justice. 
The defendants, 
found guilty of m urder in the second degree, have 
been freed by the Appellate Court a t Los Angeles. 
But the Appellate Court did not pass on the ques­ 
tion of their guilt or innocence. 
T hat was not be­ 
fore it. 
T hat had been decided In the lower court 
after a nine-weeks' trial. 
The Appellate Court does 
not question the proceedings in the trial court. 
It 
does not say that the evidence adduced 
did 
not 
w arrant the verdict. It does not say that the find­ 
ing of the Jury was contrary to the ends of Jus­ 
tice. 
Nevertheless the Jury’s verdict becomes of no 
effect. 
W hy? 
Because, the Appellate Court rules, 
the 
Grsnd 
Jury which brought the indictm ent before the case 
went to trial, erred in going to th# scene of the 
alleged crime and examining witnesses there In its 
efforts to learn the truth. 
This is an example of the way our criminal pro­ 
cedure has exalted technicalities for the protection 
of the defendants. 
These technicalities had their 
origin in England In the days when the courts rep­ 
resented the Crown. 
They were part of the fight 
for the rights of man against the King. 
T hat fight 
is long since over, and England discarded those tech­ 
nicalities many years ago. 
But they have persisted 
in this country, and have been exaggerated and ex­ 
alted by our legalists until they have come to be a 
net through which the guilty may easily slip, but 
through which society may not follow them. 
Until we too reform our procedure, discard the 
unwarranted technicalities and make criminal trials 
a search for the truth and an instrum ent of ju s­ 
tice rather than a one-sided game we cannot hope 
to make headway In our war on crime.

He was the world’s first home owner, and 
he had to defend his title by the law of fang and club against all 
comers, who probably included the four-legged previous tenants. 
But in the face of all the obstacles the cave man made good 
and set an example to his fellow human beings. They saw that he 
could keep his family comparatively safe, warm and comfortable. 
And no doubt in following his example they staked their lives on the 
venture into home owning. 
In modern times getting and keeping a home is no such terri­ 
fying exploit. Men can buy homes with what they otherwise would 
pay in rentals. 
And they can hold them safely and comfortably 
without resort to the expedients forced upon our low-browed pro­ 
genitors. 
We look with patronizing tolerance upon the uncouth ways of 
those early men. But with what amazement would they look upon 
a race of men among whom many would forego the easily won priv­ 
ileges for which the cave man fought so bitterly?

MILK IS IN A CLASS BY ITSELF A8 A FOOD 
Milk is said to be a perfect food. 
By this Is 
meant th at It contains all the essential elements, 
which lf taken In sufficiently large amounts, allow 
normal growth and symmetrical development. 
Health and even the m aintenance of life Itself 
may depend on the presence of certian Indispensable 
constituents of diet. 
The adequacy of a food or of a diet depends on Its 
containing: 
L Enough of the right sort of m aterial to build 
up and repair the tissues of the body. 
The chief 
body-building (substance is 
called 
protein. 
Milk, 
cheese, meat, fish and eggs furnish the most val­ 
uable forms of protein. 
2. A variety of mineral 
substances 
which 
are 
needed in the growth, maintenance and functioning 
of the parts of the body. such as the skeleton, 
lungs, brain, thyroid gland and muscle*, and the 
blood and other body fluids. 
S. An adequate amount 
of 
certain 
substances 
whose nature is not fully known but whose presence 
in the diet has been demonstrated to be necessary 
for health and growth in the lower anim als and In 
man. 
These substances, known as vitam ins or ac­ 
cessory diet factors, are Indispensable elem ents in 
food, although sometimes they are present only in 
minute amounts. 
4, Enough material to furnish the energy required 
by the body. 
Fat, starch and sugar a re the chief 
energy foods, and these are transform ed in the body 
into energy for its activities and 
into 
body 
heat. 
A large part of the protein in food Is used, even 
during the growth period, for energy processes. 
5. Only substances th at are not poisonous to the 
average individual and th at will allow norm al d i­ 
gestive processes. 
In addition, to be properly digested and of the 
utmost nutritive value, food should be of pleasing, 
taste and of a consistency and appearance sim ilar 
to other foods in customary use. 
Clean milk fulfills all these requirem ents better 
than any other single article e t food. 


A VEIL SCIENCE CANNOT RAISE 


Scientist* at the University of California, after 
year* of experimenting, have perfected an artificially- 
created substance with which they can bring life to 
the unfertilized eggs of sea urchins. 
Thus the test tube substitutes for mother nature, 
and the laboratory reaches up to take its place be­ 
side the whirling nebulae in the cosmic scheme. 
The scientific substitute, however, is not quite as 
good as the real thing. 
H ie artificially-created sea 
urchins do not live very long— not more than a day or 
so. 
Something is lacking. 
Cocytin, the laboratory 
concoction that gives them life, lacks something. 
What it is the scientists do not know. 
But the sea 
urchins do not live. 
Thus, once again, science finds a blank wall at the 
end of its most searching study. 
Further efforts 
doubtless will be made to perfect the product of the 
test tube: but, without knowing anything about the 
ste{» that are being taken, we respectfully predict 
that they will fail. 
For life— need we remind ourselves again?—-is 
not something that can 1» reduced to a chemist’* 
formula; not even the life of a humble sea urchin. 
What it is we do not know. Our scientists cannot 
tell us. 
Generation after generation, learned men 
have advanced to tackle die problem; one after 
another they have been baffled. 
If we could but 
understand, completely, the step» of the growth and
